em ergency escape hatch near the 
tail of the plane. 
O fficials said the control tower 
warned the pilot of the Alia Airlines 
Boeing 707, which had been charted 
by Nigerian Airways, of fog and 
poor visibility just before he landed. 
The plane touched down on gravel 
40 feet off the runway, airport 
officials said. It veered left into a 
ditch which snapped off the left 
wheel, then skidded along the edge 
of the runway and burst into flam es. 
Many of the dead passengers w ere 
thrown from the plane and their 
bodies scattered along the runway. 
Some of those who survived got 


out through an em ergency hatch in 
the tail, the only part of the aircraft 
not consumed by flam es. An airport

the tail section. It literally m elted.’’

Frost has proposed a 30-year bond 
i s s u e 
t o 
p r o v i d e 
for 
t h e 
condemnation and purchase of open 
space “ in some c a se s,” and to 
“com pensate owners for greatly 
reduced land value in others.” 


Frost noted a number of areas in 
the county, particularly on the South 
Coast, are nearing the “ lim its of 
growth" already. 
His feeling that with a crisis 
situation 
developing 
“ it will 
be 
necessary to roll back zoning in 
many county areas, 
and create 
permanent open space in others,” 
Frost, 
a 
44-year-old 
Santa 
Barbaran, who scored an upset at 


the 
polls 
last 
November 
over 
establishm ent com m ercial forces, 
declared that while it is true that 
voters in recent years have turned 
down school and sew er bonds, he 
“could not believe that the county 
voters would turn down this m ost 
priceless investment of all.” 


Many 
experts 
believe 
such 
a 
program is quite feasible, he added, 
and “are ready to begin working on 
the details. Frost, a stop-growth 
advocate 
in 
the 
last 
election, 
credited George Kammer of the 
Advance Planning Section of the 
County Planning Department for 
coining many of the details of his 
proposal. 
“ It 
will 
be 
an 
ex pen si ve 
investm ent, running into millions of 


dollars — no one will deny that,” 
asserted 
Frost, 
a 
University of 
C a l i f o r n i a , 
S a n t a 
B a r b a r a 
professor. 
Frost feels that 
to “ preserve 
forever for all to enjoy” the coasts 
and hillsides of the county, is worthy 
of the highest county priority. 
P'rost argues the bond issue should 
be set up now. He feels “ in the end,” 
the voters of the county will have to 
approve such a bond issue, anyway, 
and it would “cost infinitely more 
five or ten years from now, when 
pressures are that much greater.” 
Bond issue cost could be spread 
over many years, he shows, and 
could be augmented by matching 
funds from toth state and federal 
governments to support the land 
conservation program. 


Productive lands could be leased 
back to ranchers for agriculture and 
grazing in many cases. Frost said, 
to make up in part for any losses to 
the tax rolls. 


Bond issues have failed in recent 
years — where schools and sewers 
were concerned, he felt — because 
opponents

this case it is, he added. 
The broad-based proposal was put 
forward in this form at this tim e “ to 
get reaction — hopefully in the form 
of constructive criticism — from 
others in government, and from the 
community at large," according to 
the supervisor.

Four gunmen finally surrender in Brooklyn 


NEW YORK <UPI» - Four Muslim 
gunmen who wanted to unite the world 
against “oppressive infidels” surrendered 
Sunday after nine hostages they held 
barricaded in a Brooklyn sporting goods 
store for two days sneaked away through a 
hidden staircase. 
The drama of terror began Friday 
afternoon with an attempted robbery of 
John and Al’s sporting goods sto re- 
stocked with guns and ammunition—bv 
five black men, one the driver of a getaway 
car. The driver — still at large — fled when 
police appeared. 
Before It ended Sunday afternoon, one 
policeman had been killed in a shootout and 
two policemen wounded. One of the four 
gunmen also was critically wounded. 


In a statement released to a physician 
who treated the wounded gunman the four 
assumed the stance of holy crusaders. 


“This is the end This is glory. We’ll go 
out in a hail of bullets,” the physician, Dr. 
Thomas Matthew, quoted one of the 
gunmen as saying. 


Three of the alleged gunmen, 
Shulab Abdul Raheem, 23, Dawd Abdullah 
Ar-rahm, 22, and Salih Ali Abdullah, 25, 
were booked on murder and robbery 
charges early today. A fourth suspect, 
Yusuef Abdullah Almussiq, 22, wounded in 
the shootout with police, was booked at his 
hospital bed. 


As each man was brought before him, the 


precinct desk officer tersely said: “The 
charge is murder and robbery one. He has 
been advised of his rights?“ In quick 
succession, the three were placed in cells 
pending arraignment and possible grand 
jury action later today. 
In

letter 
released 
through

physician. • the 
gunmen 
said: 
“ We 
are 
expressing 
solidarity with all Muslims and oppressed 
peoples of the world. Oh Muslims! Unite 
against the oppressive infidels whose aim 
IS the destruction of Islam. We are taking 
firm steps in the establishment and 
defense of the one true religion (Islam ). 
“The patrolman that was killed was 
killed as a result of his trigger happy 


comrades who sporadically fired shots at 
the hostages in the store wounding one of 
our number critically." 
An owner sounded a burglar alarm as 
soon as he saw the gunmen in the store 
F'riday afternoon—even before they had a 
chance to announce their demands. A 
police patrol car arrived within minutes, 
and the gunmen rounded up 12 hostages 
—customers and employes of the store. 
Almost immediately, a gunbattle broke 
out. Each side claimed the other fired the 
first shot Patrolman Steve Gilroy was shot 
to death.

Delay, Lloyd Dwaine Cowin, 
21, and Jerry Rector, 22, 
each would be charged with 
three counts of first-degree 
murder.

Authorities said the trio had 
been camping in a wooded 
area where a fake bomb and 
currency were found.

which he was president, and 
scooped about $11,000 from

He 
told

bookeeper that his wife and 
daughter were being held by 
extortionists. 
Kitterman 
said dynamite had 
been 
strapped to his chest. 
Authorities said a device 
consisting of a short fuse, a 
small metal box and a set of 
wires and batteries was 
found at the campsite. They 
also found money in a blood­ 
stained blue pillowslip, a .32 
caliber automatic and a 
sack, bearing the words 
"please return to Bank of 
Grandin.” The amount of 
money recovered was not 
revealed. 
It was believed the Kitter­ 
mans may have been killed 
because 
they 
knew 
the 
extortionists 
and 
could 
identify them to police. Hall 
said Kitterman served on a 
jury three years ago that 
convicted Delay of auto 
theft.

Defense to recall 
fornner FBI agent 
in bugging case 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Defense attorneys today cross- 
examine a former FBI agent who earlier testified 
President Nixon’s re-election security chief hired him to 
eavesdrop on the telephone conversations of prominent 
Democrats. 
The witness, Alfred C. Baldwin III, said last week he was 
hired by James W. McCord Jr., the security chief of 
Nixon’s reelection committee. He said McCord furnished 
him with a supply of sophisticated wire tapping equipment. 
Gerald Arch, a defense attorney, said he intended to 
challenge the testimony Baldwin gave last week that he 
monitored about 200 telephone calls originating from the 
offices of the Democratic National Committee in Wa­ 
shington’s Watergate building last year. 
McCord is one of two men still on trial on charges of 
con^iracy, burglary and illegal wire tapping. The other is 
G. Gordon Liddy, a former white House aide and finance 
counsel for the committee to re-elect Nixon. 
Five of the original seven defendants have entered guilty 
pleas. They are E. Howard Hunt, a former $100-a-day White 
House consultant, and four Miami men. 


Police testified they arrested McCord and the four Miami 
men in the Democratic offices in the pre-dawn hours of last 
June 17. 


Last week a U.S. Court of Appeals panel ruled 2 to 1 that the 
actual contents of the conversations which Baldwin 
monitored could not be admitted as evidence in the trial. 


The conversations allegedly were overheard on the 
telephone of R. Spencer Oliver, a Democratic party 
official. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Just a decade after California 
passed New York as the nation’s most populous state, it has 
now passed the Empire State in the value of its 
manufacturing 
output, 
according 
to 
an 
economic 
researcher. 


“The recent upswing in industrial activity has put this 
state ahead of New York State for the first time in value 
added by manufacture,” said Wilbur McCann. 


His findings are detailed in the 1973 edition of the Cali­ 
fornia Manufacturers Register, published by the Times 
Mirror Corp. 


“ New York will continue to be first in the number of 
plants for many years and will remain first in the number 
of employes in manufacturing for the next few years,” 
McCann said. 


“It’s not that we (in California) are sm arter or work 
harder,” he explained, but “New York has a lot more small 
plants than we do.” 
“Value added,” a key measure of industrial strength, is 
the difference between the value of raw materials 
consumed by a factory and the worth of its products. 
At the end of last year, McCann said, California had about 
30,000 manufacturing plants generating about $30 billion 
worth of added value. The plants employ about 1.52 million 
persons, he said. 
New York State has about 38,000 plants, employing 1.61 
million workers, turning out about $29 billion in value 
added, he said. 
The last year for which federal statistics are available, 
1967, had California trailing New York by $23.4 billion to 
$25.2 billion. Official statistics for 1972 áre not expected 
before 1974.

BISSAU, Portuguese Guinea i U PI > — Two gunmen shot 
and killed Amilcar Cabral, one of Africa's major figures in 
the guerrilla battle against white supremacy, in front of his 
home late Saturday. 
President Sekou Toure of Guinea announced the news 
Sunday over Conakry Radio and said the two assassins were 
captured. He did not name them, but said they were agents 
of “ imperialism and colonialism.” 
Cabral, 51, was the founder, president and commander- 
m-chief of the African Party for the Independence of Guinea 
and Cape Verde (PAIGC). He was one of the chief men in 
the black fight against Portuguese rule in Africa and 
addressed the United Nations last autumn as spokesmen for 
all nationalist movements on the continent. 
He also was received in audience in 1970 by Pope Vaul VI 
in an unusual meeting that led to strained relations between 
the Holy See and Lisbon.

The Court struck down the 
laws in two lengthy opinions 
by 
Justice 
Harry 
A. 
Blackmun. 
The Texas statute made 
abortion 
a crime 
unless 
necessary 
to 
save 
the 
mother's life. Thirty other 
states have similar laws. 
Blackmun said for the 
stage prior to about the end 
of the first three months of 
pregnancy, 
the 
abortion 
decision and its effectuation 
must be left to the medical 
judgment of the woman's 
doctor. 
But after that, the state in 
promoting its interest in the 
mother’s 
health 
may 
r e g u la te 
ab ortio n 
procedures, 
the 
opinion 
stated 
For the stage “ subsequent 
to viability,” the state may 
regulate and even forbid 
abortion 
except 
where 
necessary 
in 
appropriate 
medical judgment, for the 
preservation of the life or 
health of the mother, the 
Court held 
Georgia 
is 
among 
16 
states which allow abortions 
only 
for a few specific 
e x c e p tio n s 
such 
as 
pregnancy after rape or the 
possibility of a physical or 
mental defect in the child. 


The Georgia law provided 
that 
abortions 
could 
be 
obtained for three reasons: 
danger to the life or serious 
impairment of the health of 
the mother; possibility of 
mental or physical defect; 
or instances of rape 


Blackmun s opinion said 
the state may define the 
term physician to mean only 


one currently licensed and 
may bar any abortion by a 


person who does not meet 
the qualifications.

A truly free press 


In the context of current court efforts to 
force newspaper reporters to reveal the 
sources of their information, it seems 
appropriate to recall Thomas Jefferson’s 
famous assessment of the Fourth Estate. 
On January 16,1787, he said: 
“ .. .were it left to me to decide whether 
we should have a government without 
newspapers 
or newspapers without a 
government, 
I should 
not hesitate a 
moment to prefer the latter.” 
Jefferson, of course, was not arguing for 
an anarchic nation, nor was he advocating 
an anarchic press. He was, we have to 
believe, stressing the essentiality of a 
truly free press . . .a press that can probe 
and report the activities of the public, of 
the world of business, of governments in 
the light of public interest. The great 
antidote to anarchy and to despotism alike 
is an informed public. 
Jefferson did not see freedom of the

press as freedom from all restraints, but 
really as freedom to carry out decently, 
diligently and fully its responsibilities to 
the people. 
Becoming a newspaperman does not 
miraculously make a man decent or 
trustworthy, any more than does election 
to office, although we like to think it may 
sometimes help. There are boundaries 
that must be respected, punishments for 
their disrespect. 
The privilege of protecting news sources 
carries with it a very large responsibility 
not to use it fraudulently but intelligently 
and in high principle as a means of 
providing information essential to the 
public. 
To jeopardize that privilege would not 
destroy the newspaper industry, but it 
would be a significant blow to the public’s 
right to know. 


Mexico plagued 


MEXICO CITY - Living next 
door to the colossus of the north has 
^great 
advantages 
and 
great 
disadvantages, as Mexicans have 
. good reason to know. With the power 
of 
th e 
U n i t e d 
S t a t e s 
so 
overwhelming as to color every 
relationship around the globe it is 
not surprising that Mexico feels the 
impact of that power in all aspects 
of life. 
Shortly 
after 
the 
renew ed 
bombing of North Vietnam there 
was a demonstration outside the 
American embassy on the Paseo De 
La Reforma. 
By any standards it 
w as 
a 
f e e b l e 
demonstration 
consisting chiefly of 
high-school students 
c a r r y i n g 
hand- 
l e t t e r e d 
s i g n s 
supplied apparently 
by their teachers. 
But it continued for an hour or so 
under the watchful eyes of the 
police. 
Vietnam 
and 
the 
American 
tragedy are separated by a wide gulf 
from the problems of poverty and 
unemployment 
that 
plague 
this 
nation of 50,000,000. The Yankee 
dollar — and above all, the tourist 
dollar adding up when all accounts 
are considered to $1.5 billion — is all 
important 
to 
the 
balance 
of 
payments. Yet, for President Luis 
Echeverria Alvarez, 
maintaining 
the balance of independence as 
between the giant on the north and 
the brothers in Latin America to the 
south is equally important. 
When the Marxist President of 
Chile, Salvador Allende Gossens, 
came here on a state visit he was 
given 
a 
huge 
and 
enthusiastic 
reception. Every school child in 
Mexico City had been turned out to 
wave Mexican and Chilean flags 
along Allende’s route into the city. 
Echeverria greeted the Chilean 
rebel with the warmest of Latin 
embraces. 
This 
threw 
a 
chill 
into 
the 
American 
business 
community, 
with the memory still green of the 
expropriation of the foreign-owned 
oil industry in 1938. Did Echeverria 
mean to go the way of Allende? Was 
the American investment of $2.5 
billion, most of it in manufacturing, 
in danger*^ 
Their fears were underscored by a 
complex set of laws, just passed, 
that govern the status of foreign

businesses. The net effect of those 
laws is still uncertain. 
But the estim ate of those with 
reason to 
know 
is 
that 
while 
President Echeverria is working at 
ways to narrow the gap between the 
very rich and the great mass of the 
very poor he is far from being a 
radical. In the tradition of recent 
presidents in this one-party state he 
is thoroughly aware of the need for 
stability. Don’t rock the boat or, 
anyway, don’t rock it too much. 
Echeverria is out to reform the 
erratic tax system so that the very 
rich who now escape with an 
extraordinarily low level of taxation 
would pay a larger share of the 
burden. 


That means the introduction of 
efficient 
techniques 
and 
a 
nonpolitical administration of the 
system. 
The pull of that vast mountain of 
money north of the border is a 
constant factor. In 1972 the United 
States deported 430,000 Mexicans 
who 
had 
entered 
the 
U.S.A. 
illegally. That is believed to have 
been about half the total of those 
who had managed to cross the 
border in search of jobs. Gangs on 
each side are organized to exploit 
these hapless men and women. 


With 
an 
estimated 
half 
the 
population under 14 years of age and 
800,000 new job seekers coming into 
the glutted job m arket each year, 
the 
staggering 
dimensions 
of 
Echeverria’s taxes are plain. There 
are 
signs of 
an awakening of 
national 
consciousness 
which 
Echeverria and his successor in the 
presidency may be able to channel 
into constructive change. 
One evidence is the Mexican 
National Museum of Anthropology 
which in brilliant, dramatic form 
displays the pre-Columbian cultures 
destroyed by the Spanish invader. It 
is not only the finest museum of its 
kind in the world but one of the three 
or four mostKlistinguished of any 
kind. Designed by Pedro Ramirez 
Vasquez, who also did the setting for 
the Olympic Games held in Mexico 
City, it is an architectural triumph. 
The long lines of school children, 
who bear in their soft brown faces 
the stamp of their Indian forebears, 
see 
in one splendid hall after 
another the achievements of the 
Toltec,

Aztec,

Mayan 
civilizations 
— 
their

Vandenberg Air Force Base and the 
City of Lompoc” is the title of a new 
m aster’s thesis entered into the 
UCLA archives. 
It won an “ A” and a m aster’s 
degree for Miss Fara Sobhani who 
did the research here last summer, 
with some help from this column. 
The book will soon be on reserve at 
the Lompoc Public Library. As 
promised, this column will carry 
highlights, today and next Monday. 
Under the heading of “ An Inside 
Glimpse 
of 
VAFB 
Medical 
Activity,” Miss Sobhani offers us 
our only view of the VD situation on 
base in a piece of investigative 
reporting in the style of Jack 
Anderson. 
Understandably cautious about an 
unfavorable public image, the Air 
Force went so far as to refuse Miss 
Sobhani access to any base VD 
statistics and prohibit her from 
distributing a survey on base for her 
study. An official query from this 
reporter 
for 
Air 
Force 
VD 
also icily turned 
down. 
But 
a 
reliable 
source, an involved 
Air 
Force doctor 
who Miss Sobhani 
calls Dr. Rx, agreed 
to 
annonymously 
s u p p l y 
th e 
research er 
with 
s p e c i f i c s 
and 
figures from inside 
the sky blue curtain 
in the interest of 
health research. 
Though not nearly so lurid as the 
degree of military secrecy suggests, 
the 
picture 
that 
emerges 
at 
Vandenberg is of an uncontrolled 
local venereal disease epidemic at 
least 
comparable 
to 
Lompoc’s 
civilian outbreak and, like it, fueled 
by ignorance and a sad official 
neglect 
of 
the 
epidemological 
character of VD. 
Dr. Rx reveals that only about 
half 
of 
Vandenberg’s 
infected 
airmen and officers seek treatm ent 
on base and that of these cases, only 
about a third appear in official 
records. 
He corroborates this by reporting 
that while 10 of 11 base VD cases 
involve single young men, fully 75 
per cent of the base hospital’s 
reported VD cases involve high- 
school-aged female dependents. 
Miss Sobhani conjectures that 
restriction to base or other indirect 
penalties may be what forces these 
infected individuals off base or 
causes the collapse in military case 
reporting. Many local physicians 
don’t report their VD traffic to the 
County Health Department either, 
her study indicates. 
The most critical fact from the 
public health standpoint though is 
that failure to report cases for 
whatever reason only propels the 
general pandemic by adding to that 
number of people who unknowingly 
have VD and continue to spread it, 
namely, the unreported patients’ 
sexual contacts. 


Most infected individuals realize 
that they have VD long after they’ve 
been able to broadcast it to a 
pyramiding 
number 
of 
others. 
Specialists affirm that reducing this 
human reservoir of infection is the 
only 
means 
of 
controlling 
the 
epidemic. 
If, as Dr. Rx reports, much of the 
Vandenberg VD is carried and 
disseminated by local populations of 
prostitutes in Lompoc and Santa 
M a r i a , 
th e n 
the 
c o n t a c t 


investigation problem here is all the 
more critical. 
The disparity that Dr. Rx reports 
between official Air Force VD 
statistics and reality is illustrated in 
the thesis by a sample Vandenberg 
report to the county stating that base 
facilities 
treated 
40 
cases 
of 
gonorrhea and nine of syphilis in a 
year period between 1970 and 1971. 
Dr. Rx reported to Miss Sobhani 
that he personally treated 
and 
reported to superiors 120 cases of 
gonorrhea 
and nine of syphilis 
during the same period. Dr. Rx is 


but one of 35 base doctors. The most 
r e c e n t 
f i g u r e s 
have 
not, 
surprisingly, grown. 
Miss Sobhani summarized that 
VD will probably continue to rage 
quietly on Vandenberg Air Force 
Base because of a dearth of and 
backward attitude toward health 
education. She relates a tragically 
short sighted base administrative 
attitude that since it costs less to 
treat one case of gonorrhea than a 
common cold but quite a lot for a 
health training program, no VD 
prevention is the best prevention.
